Ingbar Jensen, the former clascirate, stated Levine was caUed « left i^.ge 
durir:E their student days, had attempted to interest Jensen as a leftist 
and attempted to get him to read the Daily Worker. !!e stated Levine was also 

active in the FAECT. 

Levine was recently intervievfed in connection with the investigation 
entitled -'blorton Sobell, Espionage - R," 'at which stated he 

with both Sobell and Rosenberg as fellow students at, Cvia from ^ * 

He stated Rosenberg openly admitted he was a Communist and atte...pted -o re ^t 
other members of the class, includlne himself, into COTAmist activities at the 
school. During the interview Levine denied participation in any such ^tivlties. 
He claimed he was never contacted by Rosenberg after learning college and adni.ted 
accidentaUy meeting Sobell on several occasions since they were in college. 

• This matter was discussed with the Espionage Section and 
advised there was no objection to conducting an DE investigation regarding 

Levine.
